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Fighting rages in Souk A1 Gharb Hussein, in Tokyo 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese army units gar- 
risoned in the key town of Souk A1 Gharb 
overlooking Beirut came under renewed att- 
ack by antl-govemxnent forces Tuesday 
while fighting elsewhere in the mountains 
eased for the first time in days. 


Grey clouds of smoke rose from 
where shells landed and occ- 
asionally muzzle flashes sparkled 
among the cluster of town bui- 
ldings straddling a mountain 
ridge. 

Souk AJ Gharb looks straight 
down on Beirut to the northwest 
and the army says its 40U-sm>ng 
garrison there has repulsed rep- 
eated attempts to take it since last 
week. 

The town has become the main 
focus of fighting after 10 days of 
fierce battles in the moun tains 
involving anti-govemment Pro- 
gressive Socialist Party (PSP) and 
leftist militias, their Falangist riv- 
als and the Lebanese .army. 


Elsewhere, clashes appeared to 
have subsided significantly Tue- 
sday with only isolated shelling 
and gunfire reported. 

State-nm Beirut Radio said 
Lebanese army positions came 
under fire near Khalde, south of 
Beirut, and several shells crashed 
into a suburb of east Beirut Tue- 
sday morning. 

It also reported six rockets and 
five shells landing near the mou- 
ntain town of Beit Men. a town 
nonheast of Beirut which lies 
close to Syrian-held territory. 

Leftist Murabitouo Radio later 
said shells had hit a hospital in the 
Syrian-controlled village of 
Dhour AJ Shweir. to the northeast 


U.S. approves naval, air 
support to aid Marines 


WASHINGTON (R) — President 
Reagan has approved the use of 
nav^ gunfire and air strikes if nec- 
essary to defend U.S. Marines and 
other international peacekeeping 
forces in Beirut, the White House 
said Tuesday. 

Spokesman Larry Speakes told 
reporters the 1 ,2U0-stroug Marine 
contingent in Beirut and sup- 
porting forces offshore could cake 
"appropriate measures" la case of 
a threat to them, other pea- 
beekeeping troops or to U.S. dip- 
lomats. 

Britain. France and Italy also 
have troops in the peacekeeping 


force. 

Asked if Mr. Reagan's ios- 
mictious included the right to use 
air power. Mr. Speakes said the 
local commander in Beirut "can 
request fleet firepower of any 
type." 

He said orders for the fleet to go 
into action would be given by a 
military commander in the Med- 
iterranean and would not have to 
be approved in Washington. 

The directive gives much more 
latitude to the military command 
in the Mediterranean. Previously 
any naval action needed to be 
approved inJWashington. 


Damascus warns U.S. 
against military solution 


DAMASCUS (R) — Syria Tue- 
sday warned the U.S. and Leb- 
anese governments against res- 
orting to a military solution in 
Lebanon, saying such a move 
would be ’'fraught with dangers.' 
and might go beyond the Middle 
East borders. 

The warning was given at a 
press conference by Syria's Min- 
ister of State for Foreign Affairs 
Farouk AI ShaTe.

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Gruesome relics of war dot 
Chadian Desert after battles

OUM CHALOUBA, Chad — A semi-decomposed 
body lies beside a burned-out jeep in the nor- 
theastern Chad Desert. The irecoiUess rifle the man 
had been firing lies alongside, tom finm its mou- 
ntings. 

The scene is repealed many times. Duri^ a 75-kiIometre drive, 
the first group of journalists allowed in this outpost since a banie 
between government forces and Libyan backed rebels 10 days ago. 
counted at least 3U bodies. 

Vultures wheeling overhead on either side of the track provide 
evidence of many mote dead lying in the desert after a running battle 
on Sept. 2. 

The Chad army, and its 21^-year-old commander-in-chief Idriss 
Debt, was keen to show off its victory after senior French ministers 
said only minor skirmishes had occurred in Chad since “Operation 
Stingray" put 2.5O0 French troops into Chad over the last month to 
back President Hissene Habre. 

The debris of war provides a graphic picture of how banles are 
fought in the northern Chad Desert of sand and rock — men in jeeps. 
Land Rovers and similar vehicles mounted with a variety of weapons 
chasing each other at high speed, stopping to fight when cornered. 

Some of the soldiers are only in their early teens. 

.Mr. Debi said the battle began early on Sept. 2 at Wadi Faraa. well 
south of here and only 2U kilometres north of the nearest French 
position at Arada. 

One French officer there said he was able to watch part of the 
battle through binoculac.

We saw at least 1 5 bodies in the Wadi and a bumed-oui Mercedes 
truck, then followed the battlefield through the desert to Oum Cha- 
iouba. 

“Now. do you still call that a skirmish?” Mr. Debi asked when we 
reached here. 

Mr. Debi said his men puisued the fleeing rebels 120 kiloineties 
north of Oum Chalouba. close to the hill town of Fada, where he said 
Lilian regulars were based. “ If you want to take the risk, we can go 
and find some.” he said. 

Mr. Debi also gave the first eyewitness account of the role of 
French Jaguar strike aircraft during the battle. At the time, both Paris 
and Ndjamena denied they had been used, but Western diplomatic 
sources credited them with turning the tide of battle without firing a 
shot. 

Mr. Debi said the rebels were already on the retreat just north of 
the wadi when three Jaguars appeared and made six low level passes 
at about 150 metres. 

“Fearing our forces and the Islamic Legion could be confused 1 
ordered my men to halt. The enemy profited from this by fleeing 
further and I demanded the recaU of the Jaguars by radio,” he said. 

Mr. Debi added that the Jaguars had not fired but he had clearly 
expected them to. He appeared far from pleased at their role.

BAHRAIN iR) Qatar has 
banned all visitors around the time 
of a meeting of Gulf heads of state 
in Doha in November, following 
unconfirmed repons of arrests 
and a big arms haul by local sec- 
urity police. 

Officials in Doha said Tuesday 
visitors would be restricted to 
72-hour visas from Sept. 15 and 
all visitors would be barred from 
Oct. 15 to Nov. 20. 

The period of the ban coincides 


with a meeting of heads of state of 
the six Gulf Cooperation Council- 
(GCC) members in the Qatari 
capital in early November. 

Diplomats sources in the Gulf 
said the ban appeared to be con- 
nected with a general t ighteoiog of 
security for the sumniu after the 
reponed arrests and arms haul. 

Qatari authorities have not con- 
firmed the reported arrests, said 
by tbe.rources to have Included 
members of the security forces. 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait's For- 
eign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
Al-Ahmad Al-Sabah said Tue- 
sday he would visit Damascus 
Wednesday for talks on inter- 
Arab differences and ways of re- 
storing Arab solidarity. 

Sheikh Sabah visited Damascus 
and Baghdad earlier this month, 
as part of Gulf Cooperation Cou- 
ncil (GCC) efforts to improve rel- 
ations between the two countries 
to set the stage for an Arab sum- 
mit in Riyadh in November. 


Official sources said Sheikh 
Sabah's latest visit to the. Syrian 
capital had no connection with, 
current Saudi Arabian efforts to 
defuse the Lebanese crisis, alt- 
hough he would discuss the sit- 
uation in Lebanon with Syrian off- 
icials. 

Sheikh Sabah told reporters he 
would go to London after his visit 
to Damascus and then fly on to 
New Yoric to attend a U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly meeting. 


BELGRADE (R) — Two Arm- 
enians were charged T uesday with 
the murder of Turkey’s amb^ 
assador in Belgrade last March, 
the Yugoslav public prosecutor 
revealed in an indictment. 

Harouchion Ktikor Levonian, 
23. and Raffi Alexander Elb- 
akiao. 21 , who were also charged 
with the attempted jnurder of the 
ambassador’s cha^eur. have 
been held for interrogation since 
the incident last March 9. 

EJbakian is ^ditionally eba- 
iged'with kilUng'a Yugoslav stu- 


dent who tried to stop the ass- 
assination, and Levonian with att- 
empting to murder a retired col- 
onel caught in crossfire. 

The indictment said the Arm- 
enians belonged to a secret 
Lebanon-based Armenian groiq) 
falling itself “justice commandos 
of the Armenian genocide." 

The two face a maximum pen- 
alty of death and a minimum 10 
year^ imprisonment, although a 
death sentence is unlikely, legal 
sources raid. 


WASHINGTON (R) Gtibank 
of New York has agreed to pay the 
United States . government 
S323.UOO to settle charges that it 
violated federal rules designed to 
discourage cooperation with an 
Arab boycott of Israel, the Com- 
merce Department said. 

Assistant Commerce Secretary 
Lawrence Brady said the amount 
to be paid by the New York Bank 
was ite largest civil penalty ever 
. imposed for alk^d f^ure to rep- 
ort promptly any req uests made to 
comply with the boycott. 

The anti-boycott regulations 
are deseed to prevent U.S. firms 
or citoens fr^om cooperating with 
the boycott of Israel by Arab cou- 
ntries. 

They bar Americans from eng- 
aging in any restrictive trade pra- 
ctices and from providing inf- 
ormation about their business dea- 
lings with boycotted countries or 
; blacklisted individuab. 


Requests to do so most be rep- 
orted to the department. 

According to government cha- 
rges. Citibank received 337 such 
requests from Kuwait, Oman and 
Abu Dhabi from 1980 until early 
this year but failed to tell the 
Commerce Department about 
them. 

The bank did not admit or deny 
the charts but promised to take 
steps to ensure compliance with 
the rules in fumre. 

The Commerce Department 
alleged that letters of credit pro- 
cessed by Citibank covering goods 
intended for shipment to Kuwait. 
Oman and Abu Dhabi, directed 
that the goods must not originate 
in boycotted countries or be borne 
on carriers ineligible to enter Arab 
countries. 

Citibank was accused only of 
foiling to report die request and 
not of actually complying with 
them, Mr. Brady said. .

Cabinet holds governorate 
project assessment talks 


AMMAN — A^nts of mot- 
orcycle companies in Jordan have 
filed a complaint against a sti- 
putetioa in the new traffic law 
which imposes restrictions on the 
seDing and iicendng of mot- 
orcycles. The complaint was sub- 
mitted recently by the dealers to 
the Amman Chamber of Com- 
merce for discussion and debate. 

The new traffic law has limited 
the sales of motorcydes to gov- 
ernment departments and com- 
mercial companies only thus dec- 
reasing the volume of sales and 
causing the agents to be stuck with 
JD 1 ,000.000 wonh of motorcycle 
stock, according to the complaint 
submitted. 

Mr. Mohammad Teejani, gen- 
eral manager of the Amman 
Chamber of Commerce, told the 
Jordan Times that restrictions 
were imposed on motorcycle sales 
by the Ministry of Interior for 


“public safety reasons and to put 
an end. to the unruly use of mot- 
orcycles by teenagers who caused 
a lot of acddents according to off- 
icial statistics: added to that is the 
noise such vehides make which 
distuitis the tranquillity of our cit- 
izen^’. he said. 

Meanwfule, Mr. Teejani said, 
the president of the- Amman 
Chamber of Commerce, Mr, 
Hamdi Tabaa. met recently with 
the minister of interior. Mr. 
Ahmad Obeidat and with the min- 
ister of trade and industry, Mr. 
Walid Asfour, and discussed the 
complaint with them. 

Mr. Obeidat studied the com- 
plaint and promised to consider 
lifting the restrictions concerning 
the sale of motorcycles to farmers 
and some skilled labourers, but no 
final decision has yet been taken, 
Mr. Teejani added.

Ayyoub returns with

AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of 
Transpon Ali Suheimat Monday 
announced the new temporaty 
regulations for truck caigoes on 
Jordan’s motorways and main 
roads. 

The new rules permit trucks to 
use all Jordanian roads on the 
conditkm that the height of their 
cargo does not exceed four met- 
res..The overall width of a-mick 
should not exceed 29U cen- 
timeicres. and any cargo o^eriap at 
the truck's rear should not exceed 
15(1 centimetres, the regulation 
stated. Trucks wishing to cany 


cargoes over these maximum sho- 
uld apply for a special permit from 
the mmistry. the announcement 
said. 

The new regulations are des- 
igned to ease the ban on excess 
cargo, if cenain considerations are 
provided For<« theeonditioathat . 
such cargoes do' norbx!ceed-251>ejr ’

We find it peculiar — even vulgar — that the United States 
is so fast to '‘send a mess^** to Syria, but is so slow to send a 
similar message to Israel, when it bias been the American- 
supported, -financed and -condoned aggressiveness of forael 
over the past several' decades that has kept the r^fen in tur- 
moil. If the United States is so enthusiastic about sending 
messages, it should start by sending messages to its dis- 
appointed old friends in the Arab W<Hld who spent the better 
part of the past year asking it to put some substance behind its 
verbal fmofessions of wanting to push ahead with (remember 
it?) the Reagan Initiative to achieve a broad Middle East peace. 
Why is the United States so quids and so macho when it comes 
to sending messs^es to Syria, bat so evasive, apologetic and 
weak-kneed when h comes to sending mess^es to Israel? Why 
did the Unhed States not send a single message to Israel bet- 
ween September 1982 and April 1983, wliicfa would have given 
the Arabs some substance wtth which to devise a forraola for 
rational and activist Arab participation in regional peace ini- 
tiatives? 

The current events in Lebanon do not lend themselves to 
solutioas ria the interjection of 45,000-ton battieships finom the 
United States.

Al Ra'i: Beirut cabinet unhelpful 

A SALIDI ARABIAN peaoc plan Tor ending (he crisis in Lebanon seems to 
have foundered because ii failed to obtain the approval of President Cem> 
ayefs govcmmeni. Observers noticed that a statement issued by the Leb- 
anese cabinet Monday compfeiely ignored any mention of the plan, but 
‘ merely reiterated the need for a dialogue to end the conflict and arrive at a 
national reconciliation. The draft plan, which was published by (he Beirut 
press Tuesday, calls for a ceaseSru — which has already been backed by all the 
' conQiciing panics and constitutes the first step towards a national entente. It 
also calls for the security forces ( police > to take charge of internal security to 
* replace the army which has failed in (his panicular mission. Perhaps the latter 
clause in the draft plan dissuaded fVesidem Gemayei from accepting it. 

We also consider U.S. and French involvement in Lebanon's crisis as 
something contrary to the interests of the Lebanese people and the Arab 
Nation. This coupled with President Gemayefs refusal to pull back the array 
are major stumbling blocks in the way of achieving reconciliation and tend to 
prolong the war. The involvement of the army in the fectiooal fighting is seen 
as serving only the Falangists, and therefore the government's policy in this 
respect is bound to end in failure and cost the army more casualties. WliiJe we 
follow up mediation efforts, we hope that the leaders of Lebanon's warring 
factions will understand that force alone cannot achieve a safe balance among 
the different groups. Also the government's disregard for the peace draft plan 
and its drive to mass foreign forees on lotbanon's soil are also imhelpAil for a 
seillemeni.

the SAUDI Arabian draft plan to end the conflici in Lebanon represents the 
last card that can halt a funher deterioration in the situation and rescue the 
country and ns people from their present strife. The Lebanese government's 
complaint to the U.N. Security Council will not help bring an end (o the 
fighting in the mountains around Beirut, nor will it stop further bloodshed.

Tlte 
longer the war continues, the more it wiUbe di^ult to reconcile the parties. 

The Falangists were the major betor in the present conflict because they 
have pressured (he army into moving to the mountains and getting involved in 
the factional conflict. Once the Falangists' power is reduced, their pressure on 
ihe government and army will recede prescnilng a golden chance for the 
govcmmeni to adopt a more balanced atiiiudc towards all the other factions 
SO as to re-establish the count ly's unity. The sufferings of the Lebanese people 
must end. and this can be brought about only if Lebanon draws nearer to the 
Arab Nation and allows Arab brothers to assist its government in ending the 
tragedy.

EUROPE HAS always been interested in the Middle East region and always 
been nreful in maintaining strong relations with its nations. The past few 
years. 'however, have caused obscrveis to feel surprised at the European 
nations' indifference to the events in this regbn. although they realise that 
many of their interests are linked with the Arabs. The raassingof a French and I 
U.S.* force off the Lebanese coast was somekind of a show of force in the' 
region.

Perhaps the French have remembered 
Cliarles dc Gaulle's warning against supporting U.S. policies in tbe Middle ' 
East Eurof« has to cooperate with the /yabs not to bring life back into its 
own colonial era but to protect human beings from the danger of war and for, 
the prosperity and progress of both peoples. /

THE LEBANESE goverpmeol 
could not conceal its dis- 
a^rpoutunent when the Uiuted 
States announced in July that it 
supported IsraeFs plan to red- 
eploy its forces in Lebanon. A 
goveinment spokesman in Beirut 
desenbed the .plan as lacking a 
time-table for a total withdrawal 
— something which might have 
given a little credit to IsraeFs des- 
igns and inmiitions. On the other 
band, tbe U.S. special envoy. 
Robert McFarlane, commenced 
his mission in the region to try his 
hand at the Lebanese problem. 
Just before, he had met President 
Reagan for a briefing and Mr. 
Reagan afterwards declared his 
approval of IsraeFs redeployment 
plu. He said that the Israelis had 
assured him they would not stay 
permanently in Lebanon and that 
he believed them. Mr. Reagan 
must have seen in the Israeli dec- 
ision a means of exercising pre- 
ssure on Syria. At the outset of his 
trip to the Middle East Mr. McF- 
arlane announced that he was car- 
rying a proposal for dis- 
engagemeni of forces in the Leb- 
anese Bekaa Valley and said that 
Israel had accepted it. 

This political image of the sit- 
uation in the region formulated by 
these three reports coupled with 
what is happening in the Lebanese 
arena today, presents us with ano- 
, (her more Important issue: How 
I can we understand U.S. Middle 
' East policy and deal with it pro- 
perly? The answer can be found in 
■answering the following que- 
stions: 

How can one explain Was- 
hington's policy in Lebanon in the 
light of its approval of the Israeli 
redeployment plan, and its sub- 


sequent numbness after the plan 
was executed? What is I^F- 
arlane's role in imptementmg U.S. 
policy in this re^n? 

How can the Arabs deal with 
the US in a proper and correct 
manner? 

In answering the first question, 
we must refer to the Lebanese 
government's disappointment 
with the U.S. stand. It reminds us 
of similar disappointments by 
other Arab countries in thetr dea- 
lings with sucessive U.S. adm- 
inistratioas. Lebanese veteran 
politicians remember President 
GemayeFs vtst to Washington, 
where he tried to convince- Pre- 
sident Reagm to "reject" IsraeFs 
pFOcrastinaiioQs hi t^ing a dec- 
ision on the withdrawal of forces 
from Lebanon and the Israeli red- 
eployment plan. They also rem- 
ember Israeli Prime Minmer 
Menachem Begin’s postponement 
of his scheduled visit to Was- 
hington and the Reagan adm- 
rnistrations moves to put pressure 
on Israel that coincided with the 
Israeli defence and foreign min- 
isters' visit to Washington amid 
reports of an impending firm 
American stand a^inst the Begin 
scheme. .All this eventually melted 
down to nothing. The Lebanese 
veteran diplomats at last malised 
that the whole affair represented a 
total failure on tbe part of the 
Lebanese government which was 
disappointed with its total reliance 
on U.S. diplomacy to solve the 
Lebanese question. 

For those observers of Was- 
hington's Middle East policies 
over the past two decades U.S. 
approval of IsraeFs partial wit- 
hdrawal plan came as no surprise. 
U.S. polides never assume the 


dimension of “uigen<^' when 
anything has to do with IsraeFs 
occupation of Arab territocy. Isr- 
ael has been occupying the West 
Bank, the Gaza Strip and the 
Golan Heights since 2 and has 
been encroaching on Lebanese 
teiritory since 1978. Its 1982 inv- 
asion of Lebanon marked the start 
of Israeli occupation of yet ano- 
ther Arab land, ^me optimists 
bad thought that tliis last occ- 
bpation would not last long esp- 
ecially after tbe Reagan peace 
proposals. But more than one year 
after these proposals, the occ- 
upation of Lebanon still goes on. 
and tbe situation in tbe area rem- 
ains the same. In the light of the 
present regional balance of power, 
the U.S. continues to be biased 
towards Israel. 

The new U.S. Middle East 
envoy Robert McFarlane has a 
specL& role and a mission to carry 
out; to try to cool down matters 
and ease tension so that the U.S. 
can have asuitable atmospliere for 
executing her long-term polides. 
The U.5. hopes her friends in the 
Middle East will help Mr. McF- 
arlane in his mission although 
these firiends have been con- 
tinuously embarrassed Was- 
hington's support for Israel. Per- 
haps Washins^n thinks Mr. McF- 
ariane's presence might appease 
these friends and help smooth 
matters over until a time comes 
when she can work out some kind 
of arrangement. Tbe U.S. has 
been adopting this kind of policy 
since tbe early '7u's. Soon after 
U.N. envoy Jarring stopped com- 
ing to the region at that time. U.S. 
envoys took over and started their 
shuttle missions In the Middle 
East. 


It is dear that American policy 
has not achieved a just peace and 
this proves chat Arab countries’ 
dependence on Washington was 
based on false and wrong ass- 
umptions that therefore need to. 
be re-examined. Arab dealings 
with the U.S. shodd be based on 
aceoFBte calculations. Any mis- 
takes could have tragic con- 
sequences for all Arabs. Arab dea- 
lings with the U.S. should be based 
on the following realities as out- 
lined by a recent specialised Ame- 
rican study; 

Fust: According to this 'study, 
the U.S. Middle East policy std 
lacks clear objectives. 

Second: The U.S. underwent 
drastic change since 1978 due to 
tbe course of events and dev- 
elopments. 

’Third: The U.S. power of inf- 
luence and that of her allies will 
continue to wean as the gov- 
ernments and peoples of the Mid- 
dle East region Increase their own 
influence over the region's course 
of events. 

Mistakes in Arab calculations 
over their dealings with the U.S, 
surfaced acutely during President 
Caiteris mandate in the White 
House. Mr. Carter himself dis- 
cussed these miscalcnlations with 
Arab political figures and uni- 
versity professors during his tour 
of the Arab region earlier this 
year. He revealed that when he 
was president Arab leaders exp- 
ressed their conviction that the 
U.S. has the power to impose its 
will on Israel and he used to tell 
them that tlus was not true. Mr. 
Carter nevertheless, proved our 
theory when he was faced with 
Begin's intransigence and stu- 
bborness. When Israel invaded 


Lebanon back in 1978. and he 
threatened sanctions if u did not 
leave soon afterwards. 

Let us imagine how enormous 
our potentials as Arab gov- 
eraoients and people will be if we 
mobilise our resources and unify' 
our strategy to influence the cou- 
rse of events. Definitely, our inf- 
luence would stem the power of 
external forces. More than one 
Arab state has adoi^ed certain att-' 
itudes bases on self-confidence 
and self strength, and was able to 
prove its power of influence on the 
course of events. Let us imr^ine 
how enormous the unified Arab 
stand will be if and when it is based 
on a collective Arab strength. 
Ever since 1948, Arab experience 
in dealing with American politics 
and those of other big powers have 
led to frustration and failure. The 
most recent example was Leb- 
anon. 

Some Lebanese circles say that 
the Beirut government has agreed 
to enter into negotiationrwnh Isr- 
ael under U.S. supervision wit- 
hout taking into due consideration 
the U.S. real position. The gov- 
ernment ought to have demanded 
a withdrawal of Israeli forces from 
Lebanon and the implementation 
of the armistice agreement, now 
that the alleged pretext for its occ- 
upation and invasion has ended. 
The government should have adh- 
ered to this stand, backed by Arab 
and international support. 

This miscalculation on the part 
of the Beirut government has led 
to a tragic situation in Lebanon. 
Lebanese national unity was made 
to suffer more and Lebanon is now 
threatened by total destructioo. 
Also Arab-Lebanese relacions 
have suffered as Israel continues 


to cling to its ambitions and occ- 
upation while the U.S. is left to 
handle the whole issue sIb^- 
handed after mminusiog Europe's 
role. The U.S. is not in a hony at 
all becauto she wants her ally, Isr- 
ael to consolidate its war gains 
•and remain the dominant force in 
the region. 

Is it too late for the Lebanese 
government to te-contiderits pos- 
ition in. the light of tbb shuatioo? 
The answer is defmitly 'no*. Pol- 
itics is a continuous process and 
there is always the chance for dea- 
ling whH' the U.S. bn'corirect and 
precise calculations. The Leb- 
anese govennaeni's first priority 
must be to try to safeguard a uni- 
fied Lebanon ruled by all factions 
brought together under a national 
reconciliation umbrella and to try 
■to maintain good brotherly rel- 
ations with all other Arab states. 
Tlie second priority for the gov- 
ernment is to present Lebanon as 
a coumry that continues to con- 
Jfrottt the Israeli danger. 

If the U.S. chooses to continue 
sending envoys to the region, this 
is of her own concern. But the- 
important thing to know how to 
deal with these envoys and Ame- 
rica's policies. We airo must worit 
hard to change the balance of ' 
.power in our favour and to clin g 
hard to our rights. Lebanon must 
be sefeguarded by all Arabs. We 
must protect Lebanon and help it 
rebuild itself and we must know 
how to deal with the XJ.S. on cor- 
.rea calculations.

France achieved 
stalemate in Chad

N DJAMENA — The presence of 
a powerful French minliia^ force 
in Chad seems to have achieved its 
immediate objective of creating a 
military stalemate in the long- 
running war. Western military and 
diplomatic sources say. 

The two sides watching each 
other across a no man's land of flat 
and searingly-hot desen appear to 
have settled down largely to wai- 
ting and probing, the sources say. 

"The stationing of French par- 
atroops. officially as inscruccors co 
the troops of. President Hissene 
Habre. has created a formidable 
barrier to a funher southward 
drive by the Libyan-backed rebels 
of former President Goukouni 
Oueddei. 

With a general offensive from 
the rebeb looking unlikely. Paris 
hopes the next step will be neg- 
otiations to end once and for ail 1 8 
years of intermittent fighting over 
who should control this imp- 
overished central African nation 
ofanes(imated4.^ million people. 

France is working hard to ens- 
ourage talks, sending emissaries to 
Libya, which dentes having any 
troops in Chad despite conrrary 
assertions from Washington and 
Paris, and to Algeria, its fonner 
colony with influence in North 
Africa. 

But the sources said they were 
far from optimistic that Paris 
could manage to promote any ser- 
ious negotiations, each side sho- 


wing no sign of shifting its pos- 
ition from preconditions the other 
cannot accept. 

Mr. Oueddei (told Westerti rep- 
oriers recently he was williag to 
talk to Mr. Habre. a former gov- 
ernment colleague and now a bit- 
. ter personal enemy, provided the 
•French troops went home first. 

' Mr. Habre's movement bru- 
squely dismissed the offer, rep- 
eating that It was prepared onfy to 
talk 10 Mr. Oueddei's Libyan bac- 
ker. 

The tone it uses when discussing 
its northern neighbour suggests 
they would God little a>mmon 
ground even if Tripoli did agree to 
Mr. Habre's pre-condhioa of a 
withdrawal of Libyan troops. 

To the Habre gorerament, 
Libya is bent on expansion, see- 
king to incorporate sub-Saharan 
countries into a united Sahelian 
republic, starting with Chad and 
then using it as a base for the sub- 
version of others tike Sudan and 
Niger. 

That view finds support els- 
ewhere in the area and from the 
United States, which sees Libyan 
■leader Muammar QadhaS as a 
menace to the region and is pro- 
viding Mr. Habre with S2S million 
worth of military equipment. 

So far the stalemate has been 
broken onfy at Oum Chalouba. 
one of just two places where Mr. 
Habre's men are stationed to the 
north of a defence line along the 
15th parallel the Freodi helped 
set up fast month. 


Oum Chalouba. some 640 kil- 
ometres northeast of here. lies on 
one of two roads crossing the des~ 
en north to the south and French 
troops are in forward positions on 
both. 

The government has claimed 
major victories in fighting this 
month at Oum ChaJpuba and 
Western military sources heUeve 
the reel attacks there are pri- 
ncipally to keep up the tension of a 
war atmosphere without risking 
engageroeni with tbe French. 

Another government outpost 
lies north of tlie defence line on 
the Western of the two roads, at 
Koro Toro some 600 kilometres 
.north of the capital. It could also 
become a point for keeping up tbe 
tension. 

But with the French in place, 
cone of this can get seriously out 
of hand and the possibility of talks 
can be explored, the tourees say.

ernment has little trust in the div- 
ided body which it sees as fav-.

">^etljer there will be any 
negotiations, i think depends on 
what Col. Qadhafi will settle for 
this time roun±'’ one diplomatic 
source said. 

**My personal view is that be 
does not need to talk as time is on 
his side and against tbe French. He 
can afford to sit it out.” 
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Another source said: “This sta- 
lemate could last for a long time 
and much will depend on whether 
a long and costly stay in Chad will 
berome a major domestic issue for 
the French.*' 

France now has some 2,500 
troops in Chad, protected by eight 
warplanes. 15 ami-tank helicopter 
gunships and a variety of sop- 
histicated ground weapons. 

It is by the most powerfel force 
■in Chad, but its role is officially’ 
one of instructing Mr. Habre's 
men. 

Paris has said it will not be used 
to help the government regain the 
large chunk of northern territory it 
bst last month when the rebels 


forced them out of the oasis town 
of Faya-Largeau. 

France has also said, however, 
that its troops will react if thr- 
eatened. a promise that has kept 
the rebels away from French for- 
ward positions. 

But official Chadian sources say 
they are seriousfy worried that 
France might not be able to keep 
its force here fore more than a few 
months, and they know that alone 
they could not stand up to tbe Lib- 
yan backed rebels. 

According to the U.S., Libya 
has over 3.000 regulars in the 
north backed by tanks and art- 
illery. a powerful force in a war 
that has largely been a highly mob- 


ile desert fight between relatively 
smafl numbers of men with jeep- 
mounted weapons. 

For the Habre government, the 
stalemate is fraught with danger 
because it fears the 15th parallel 
will become a permanent i»itition 
line from where the rebels can 
subvert the rest of the country 
once the French have gone home. 

Mr, Habre desperatefy wants to 
remove that threat by caking the 
north back. But he cannot do it 
without French aid and there are 
clear signs of his growing fru- 
stration with the French attitude. 

• His media launched a bitter att- 
ack on the French faHure to react 
to the fighting at Oum Chalouba. 


Pakistani MRD maintains high-pitch protest

ISLAMABAD — Violent pro- 
tests and political agitation in Ihe 
interior of the southern Pakistani 
province of Sind went into their 
fourth week with no sign of the 
situation calming down. Large 
contingents of police were rep- 
orted to have been deployed to 
protect' gaols from attack. 

The intensity of the protests in 
Sind has come as a ashock not only 
to General Zia's government and 
the Western powers, but even to 
many members of the alliance of 
banned political parties that lau- 
nched the civil disobedience cam- 
paign on August 14 — the Mov- 


ement for the Restoration of 
Democracy (MROl. 

In three of Pakistan's four pro- 
vinces, the action has in ^neral 
taken the expected form of a gra- 
dual build-up towards a hoped-for 
mass mobilisation: Party leaders 
and political workers in the main 
cities have daily been defying mar- 
tial law by counmg anest and an- 
empting to make poiitkaJ spe- 
eches to gatherings ranging from 
dozens to thousands. But tlK eru- 
ption of dissent in Sind has inv- 
‘ oK’ed rioting and demonstrations 
by crowds running into tens of 
thousands. 

Unlike the agitation in Sind that 
led eventually to the overthrow of 
Mr. Bhutto’sgovernment in 1977. 
the protests have not been con- 
centraied in the major cities of the 
province — Karachi. Hyderabad 
and Sukkur — but have touched, 
small towns and villages which' 
haven't experienced such dis- 
turbances since Frisian came 
into being in 1947. 

The rioters have unleashed 
their anger principally on symbols 
of federal authority — adm- 
inistrative buildings, prisons, cou- 
rts. police stations and railways. 
There have been gun fights bet- 
ween protestors and tl« police, 
banks have been looted and there 
have been numerous arson att- 


acks. with offices of the “Support 
Zia Campaign” a favouriteta^et. 
Reliable independent reports say 
over 2U people were killed. 

The agitation has ooatinued in 
spite of mass arrests — now being 
counted in thousands according to 
■opposition estimates — more than 
70 Dogging sentences, and tbe 
presence of army patrols in several 
of the more turbulent areas. One 
indication of tte level of popular 
involvement is that there have 
been at least two protest marches 
by women in small, socially con- 
servative towns where Purdah b 
the norm. 

The cnidal factor in igniting the 
movement appears to have been 
that powerful Sindhi feudal lan- 
downers belonging to the main 
force in the opposition, the Pak- 
istan Peoples Party fPPP), have 
thrown their formidable weight 
against the ^vernmenL The two 
main figures in this respect are Mr. 
Chulam Mustafa Jatoi and Mr. 
Mumtaz Ali Bhutto, a cousin of 
the executed former prime min- 
ister. Both are now in detention. 
Peasants and students have rallied 
behind them, and the brew has 
thickened as some religious lea- , 
ders linked with the PPP also* 
committed themselves to the agi- 
tation. 

Sindhi nationalist feeling hasl 


cleariy played an Important part, 
particularly tbe undercurrent of 
resentment about what is seen as 
provincial ^vemment, the armed 
forces and other areas — including 
the railways, where the vast maj- 
orify of workers are Punjabi. 
Tb^ feelings find poUtka) exp- 
lessioD in oiganlsatioDS like tte 
Jiye Sind Students Federation, 
and the more radical lefr-wiag 
Sind Rasul Bux Palejo, who draws 
much of his inspiration from Mao. 

Hie PPP leaders in Sind have 
been persistently arguing and ple- 
ading with the government that 
unless there are early, fully dem- 
ocratic elections under the par- 
liamentary ^tem laid down in tbe 
widely approved 1973 con- 
stitution, the integrity of Pakistan 
itself could be threatened by an 
upsurge of rebellious pro- 
vindalim. In his Aug. 12 ann- 
ouncement on the country’s pol- 
itical future. Gen. Zia ignored 
■these warnings. He said nothing 
about lifting the ban on political 
parties, declared that he would 
alter the 1973 constitution to give 
more powers to the president, 
and said martial law would stay in 
force until March 1985, by which 
time elections would be held, with 
improved candidates onfy per^ 
mitted to stand. 

For the MRO leaders, this was 


far too little and much too late. 
The problem for the opposition 
now is whether this loose alliance 
of regionally based parties, lef- 
twing p^es, rodal democrats 
and religiously orientated groups 
can extend and sustain the cam- 
paign at a national level. The key 
question is whether the movement, 
win take off in the most {topulous 
fnoviaee, tbe Punjab. Many MR D 
supporters there are pessimistic, 
seeing .the Sindhi troubles as the 
beginiung of tbe end for Pakistan 
rather than the rebirth of dem- 
ocrat^. 

They believe the most likefy 
scenario is that the army — which 
has apparently not been used aga- 
inst the Sindhi protestors so far — 
will eventually clamp down, lea- 
ving a Sindhi separatist movement 
to S^ter underground until the 
'next explosion occurs. 

The PPP in Punjab is geared for. 
electioneering rather toan mass 
agitation, and its leaders are aware 
that after six years of martrai faw, 
'h takes time, courage and hard 
orgahisafional work to re- 
establish effective political act- 
ivity. Tito MRD 5^ the cam pai g n 
I of courting arrest will'be extended 
from X^ahore to other Punjabi cit- 
ies and towito, but those who go 
out on the streets know that they 
are veiy likefy to be flo^d. Mu» 
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, depend on whether tbe pol- 
• hfcians can capftal&e on dis- 
satisfaction aorong industrial wor- 
kers . — only Karachi has shown 
a^ real sign of developing in this 
direction so far — and bring in the 
! students' organisations. 

In the other two provinces, lea- 
. dels of the main regiona] parties, 
the Pakistan National Party in 
Baluchistan and the- National-

west frontier, are still trying to' 
make tte movement take off m 
the area where they have a fol- 
ilowing.

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Jerash and the Decapolis: A lovely and 
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Jerash and the Decapolis* by Iain Browning, Cliatto & Windiis, 
l^Hidoi^ 1982.224 pp.« IDkistraled.

Mr. Iain BFOwning ha$ est-- 
ablished himseif during the past 
decade as the premiere chronicler 
of 4he great classical cities of the! 
Middle E^t. His previous books.' 
on Palmyra and FCtra. remain sta- 
ndard reference works on those 
two cities. His two latest books, 
this one on Jerash and another on 
the Baalbek temples in Lebanon, 
extend his reach ftirtber afield. 

• As the title suggests, this is a 
book principally about Jerash, but 
also about the other cities that 
were associated with each other in 
the “league" of ten Roman cities- 
known as the Decapolis. The exact 
^nature of the political, social, eeo- ' 
nomic or strategic ties that bound 
the cides of the Decapolis tog- 
ether is not known, though various 
anaent and contemporary writers 
have provided us with clues and 
theories about what the Decapolis 
may have been. 

Mr. Browning starts bis book 
with a brief chapter discussing 
bow some of the Hellenistic cof 
onies that were established thr-; 
‘oughout this area from the 4th' 
Century B.C. under the political 
nile of Alexander the Great gra- 
duaDy developed into flouris^g- 
cides in the Roman era. Ten of • 
these cities. according«to most 


Roman voters* accounts, were 
linked together in the “lea^" of 
the Decapolis. The accounts of the 
Decapolis, however, are not as 
neat as one- would like. There is 
disagreement even among Roman 
writers about which ten cities for- 
med the Decapolis, and even 
abont the number of cities being 
ten. Some accounts name as many 
as 18. 

Some writers refer to the Dec- 
apolis as a region (as in the bitadkal 
reference of St. Mark 5:20, which 
,says that “ Now coming back out of 
the re^os of Tyre, be went thr- 
ough Sidon to the Sea of Galilee in 
the midsc of the region of Dec-' 
apoH^’), indicatingxbat“the Dec-' 
apolis was an accepted territorial 
definition; that people recognised 
that a particular area was being 
referred to". 

Yet, Mr. Browning concludes.- 
despite hints from Roman writers 
that the cities of the Decapolis 
may have been linked in formal 
association of some kind, “tem- 
pting as h is to place a formal str- 
ucture behind the name, there is 
no evidence to support it.... The 
indications are that there was 
never any confederation of the cit- 
ies of the Decapolis. Each was 
independent of the others; but 


they shared a common herit^ 
and common cause in which “fra- 
ternal sympath/.or accord, to use 
Strabo’s word, was a powerfol and 
cohesive force. The word ‘Dec- 
. apolis' remained only the name by 
which the geographical region of 
the ten cities was known. 

In the second chapter. Mr. 
Browning provides some more 
useful background to the dev- 
elopment of Jerash by discussing 
the general history of the area 
after the death of Alexander the 
Great in 33 B.C.. and the impact 
of Hellenism on the Jordan/ 
Palestine/Syria region. To do fhU. 
be also goes back a few ceaturies 
to review the Hellenistic presence 
in the area, thereby allowing him 
the opportunity to talk about Jor- 
dan's most important Hellenisu'c 
antiquities site, the ruins at Iraq al 
Amir, about 25 kilometres west of 
Amman in the lower reaches of 
Wadi Seer. The ruins of the palace 
are being restored now by a 
French team working through the 
Amman office of the Institute 
-Francais d* Archaeologie au Pro- 
che Orient (EFAPO). 

Mr. Browning calls this “the 
most significant Hellenistic ruin in 
the Near East." It is easy to und- 
erstand such enthusiasm for the 
structure, now that it is being put 
back together to proride us with a 
fine example of the fusion of Hel- 
• ienisric and local arcKhecturaJ sty- 
les during the early days of the 2nd 
Century B.C. 

In 63 B.C., the Romans entered 
the Middle East in their imperial 
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manner and for many centuries to 
follow the area would remain 
under their political and cultural 
influence. This provided the Dec- 
apolis cities with “a new start", ■ 
and most of them took the year 63 
B.C. as the starting point for theii* 
revised caJendais and coinage, - 
The Pax Romana that was ins- 
tituied following the cieadon of 
the Roman Province of Syria in 64 
'B.C. ushered in a. period of sta- 
bility that in turn provided the 
context within which the Dec- 
apolis rities could flourish and 
grow. By 1U6 A.D., when the 
Emperor Trajan finally con- 
quered the Nabataeans by caking 
their stronghold at Petra, the new 
Province of Arabia was created, 
and included some of the cities of 
the Oec^)olis, notably Gerasa 
(Jerash), Philadelphia (Amman). 
Oium and Canatha. With tot^ 
security assured throughout the 
land that corresponded to modern 
Jordan and Syria, the Roman cit- 
ies developed fast. 

Mr. Browning ^ves us a quick 
overview of the cities of the Dec- 
apolis, relating their history and 
current state of preservation. The 
cities be discusses at this point in 
.the book, and to the context of the 
early days of Roman rule in the 
'area, are PhQadelphia, Gerasa.- 
Pella, S^thopolis (the only Dec- 
apolis city west of the Jordan 
.River). Gadara (Umm Oais), 
Hippos, Canatha, Abila, Cap- 
itolias and the as yet unidentified 
cities of Oium and Raphana. 

The reader is left with the pow- 
erful impression that Jordan could 
do wonders by dealing with the 
Decapolis cities in a more activist 
manner, in terms of excavations, 
preservation and mariceting. How 
many other countries in the world 
can boast the remains of so many 
lovely provincial Roman cides 
within such close distances of one ' 
another? 

The Golden Age of the Roman 
cities followed during the next two 
centuries, when the provincial cit- 
ies flourished in ^ite of the pro- 
blems at the heart of the empire in . 
Rome. In the 1st and 2nd Cen- 
turies A.O.. most of the large 
monuments and majestic public 
buildings of Jerash were con- 
structed. The basic ci^ plan was 
formulated in the First Century 
A.D., and for the next 600 years • 
or so the city would continue to 
grow and eximd according to the 
strict city plan that was arraiiged 
.around the Cardo, the collonaded 
^central' street, and its several int- 
;'erelstini( Side streets. * 


But political problems wjfhin 
the empire started to have their 
e^Bct on the provincial Roman cit- 
ies, and by the middle of the 3rd 
Century A.D.. Gerasa was in a* 
period of stagnation and decline. 
Things improved in the early part 
of the 4th Century A.D., when the 
Em^ror DioclaUan reorganised 
the imperial securi^ and defence 
system, tackled economic pro- 
blems and instituted fundaraenial 
political changes that were felt in. 
die eastern provinces in the form 
of a wiy brief return to the pre- 
vious era of security and stability. 

But this was shortlived, and Mr. 
Browumg says that “the spirit had 
gone out of the city and it lay wai- 
ting for a new stimulus^'. 

in 314 A.D.. Constantine the 
Great built a new eastern capital 
of the Roman Empire at Con- 
stantinople. and soon after san- 
ctfoned Christianity as the official 
religion of the empire. 

The new stimulus had arrived. 
Mr. Browning says, and Gerasa 
again entered a period of reb-> 
uilding and growth. He once again i 
.makes a quick tour of the other 
dries of the Decapolis. piointing 
out how they fared during the 
early days of Byzantium. But this, 
too. would be a brief period of 
splendour, and by the end of the 
6th Centtiry A.D. Gerasa was in 
decline once again, its many spl- 
endid churches gradually falling' 
apart fr’om neglect. The Persians 
occupied the declining diy in 614 
A.D. (leaving behind their only 
mark on the d^ in the form of the 
hippodrome, which they had ada- 
pted into a polo field). 

The Byzantine era ended in the 
area when the forces of Islam' 
came up the Arabian Peu- 
insula in the first half of the 7ih 
Century A.D. By 636 A.D„ the 
Islamic armies finally triumphed 
over the forces of Byzantium 
when General IGtaled Ibn al 
Walid led his troops to victory at 
the Battle of Yarraouk. The Isl- 
amic armies continued north and 
established the Uamayyad Cal- 
iphate in Damascus, and for the 
next 1 00 years the area of modem 
Jordan continued to flourish bec- 
ause of hs strategic location bet- 
ween Damascus and the Islamic 
heartland in Arabia. Jerash seems 
to have continued in use as a small 
city in Che Umayyad period, tho- 
ugh h was a far ciy from its days of 
splendour in the first and second 
centories. When the centre of the 
Islamic empire shifted from Dam- 
ascus to Baghdad^^Jordan |ost'' 
some of its importaijire as a major'

transit route. Gerasa slipped back 
into a period of decline, and the 
great earthquake of 747 A.D. 
dealt the city its final blow. It 
seems to have been abandoned 
then, and the few Western tra- 
vellers who passed through it in 
later centuries recorded that it was 
a mass of ruins. 

In the next chapter, Mr. Bro- 
wning reviews the history of Wes- 
tern travellers, explorers and sch- 
olars who visited Jerash and other 
sites in this area during the 19th 
and early 20ih Centuries, starting 
with the young German Ulrich 
Jasper Seetzen. who arrived at 
Jerash cn 18Cf6.- 

John Lewis Burckhart visited 
the city for a few hours in May 
1812, on his travels which took 
him south later that year, where he 
would “rediscos’er'* Petra during 
the month of .August. 

Another Englishman. Mr. 
James Silk Buckingham, travelled 
to Jerash in 1816. and wrote ext- 
ensively about what he saw. 

Many others followed, always 
finding a virtually deserted site. In 
1878. a small community of Cir- 
cassians settled near the ruins and 
started building the village that 
would develop into the modem 
city of Jerash. The first exc- 
avations and serious scholarship at 
Jerash took place in 1920. and 
ever since then archaeologists 
have been working at the eno- 
rmous site. The latest effort is the 
five-year project now underway, 
in which up to ten teams from dif- 
ferent nations will be w'orking tog- 
ether under the coordination of 


the Jordanian Depannieni of Ant- 
iquities. They are excavating new 
areas of (he city while sim- 
ultaneously resioriug some of 
their finds. A separate restoration' 
and tourist services project is 
being implemented by the Petra- 
Jerash Project, tesii^ing to the 
enormous amount of work that, 
still has to be done to discover the 
full history of the ancient city and 
to restore it to its ancient glory and 
splendour. 

in the next chapter of the book, 
the author takes the reader thr- 
ough the city by describing each 
individual monument, its arc- 
hitecture. function, history and 
significance. This is the most det- 
ailed and useful pan of the book, 
and the one thai will he most app- 
reciated by those who would want 
to leant more about Jerash by rea- 
ding this book. 

The focus of the author is very 
much on the architectural history 
of the city and its monuments, and 
some readers will find too many 
arehiieetural details for their lik- 
ing. This is largely offset by the 
lovely -drawings by the author, in 
which he suggests what the ind- 
ividual monuments may havie loo- 
ked like in the Golden Age of the 
city, thereby helping the reader 
visualise scenes from daily life 
some 2U00 years ago. The aut- 
hor's photographs are also very 
well chosen to document the poi- 
nts he mentions in the text. Fm- 
ally. the maps and plans of the 
monuments are also extremely 
valuable, particularly if you take 


this book with you on a leisure^ 
stroll through the ancient citi'.The 
reiatively large size of the book 
tends to discourage this, and most 
people will read through the book 
at home instead. 

The only element 1 would warn 
more of in the book is the human 
story of what life was like in those 
centuries past, when the city was 
growing and prospering and peo- 
ple's energies were directed tow- 
ards making their city more bea- 
utiful and more majestic. Wh» 
did the citizens of Gerasa eat? 
What can we learn from their pot- 
tery and glass? How did they bury 
their dead? Whom did they trade 
with and what did they trade? 
Where did they keep their ani- 
mals? What kinds of ailments dd 
'they suffer from? How did they 
move about? The human story is 
there in some passages, but on the 
whole one finishes this book fee- 
ling that he knows the buildings 
rather better than he knows the 
people who used them. It would 
be most useful if future editions of 
this lovely and informative book 
included more of the results of the 
archaeologica] excavations at Jer- 
ash and .of what they teach us 
about the daily life and habits of 
those Gerasenes from the past. 

The glossary of architectural 
terms at the end of the book is also 
much appreciated, given that one 
tends to forget the precise mea- 
nings of such terms as "adyton" 
and*'exedra'', and it is very useful 
to be able to fiip back and refresh 
one's memory.

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Nations wrangle over 
new sugar agreement 


GENEVA (Rj — Major sugar 
exporters and importers began a 
meeting here .Monday in hopes of 
'negoiiaiing a new sugar agr- 
eemeni to regulate world supplies 
and prices, but key negotiators 
offered little hope of fln^ising an 
accord. 

•The 7y-nation conference isuy- . 
trig to draft a successor to a 1 >^77 
five-year international pact. 

This was earlier extended until 
the end of this year, but ii has fai- 
led to keep the price above the 
fixed minimum of 13 cents a 
pound and it was decided to try to 
negotiate a new agreement to take 
effect from next January. 

Sugar prices are at a depressed 
level of about lU cents a pound 
because production is expanding 
faster than consumption, which 
has faUen following the world rec- 
^ion and competition from swe- 
eteners produced from maize. 

.Negotiators opened .Monday's 
talks by approving an outline pro- 
posal from the conference cha- 
irman. Mr. Jorge Zorreguieta of 
Argentina, setting out ways to 
regulate supplies to the world 
market depending on the int- 
ernational sugar price. 

Diplomatic and sugar trade sou- 
rces said there were serious doubts 
(hat the work could be completed 
in this session and a third meeting 
would probably be held early next 
vear. 


The first ne^tiations last may 
ended with major sugar exporters 
deadlocked over whether price 
stabilisaiioTi measures should be 
based on stocking or a com- 
binarion of export quotas and 
stocks. 

Mr. Zorreguieta told reporters 
his proposal attempted to blend 
ideas for a stocks-based accord, 
which the European Community 
and Australia favour, with the tra- 
ditional approach involving exp- 
on quotas, favoured by Brazil. 

The proposal does not mention 
expon quotas specifically, but 
mentions only the stocking of 
sugar when the market falls, lea- 
ving open for negotiation the tri- 
gger points at which action on a 
falling or rising market wo uld take 
place. 

TTie community, which stayed 
out of the IV77 pact though it has 
become a major expo ner of sugar, 
immediately warned negotiators it 
could not accept an agreement 
which forced exponers to bear all 
the burden of keeping sugar off a 
depressed market without an eff- 
ective commitment by rich imp- 
oning nations.

Reagan seeks easing 
U.S. antitrust laws 


WASHINGTON ( R | — President 
Reagan Monday asked Congress 
to encourage joint research and 
developmei projects by American 
companies by easing U.S. antitrust 
laws. 

The antitrust laws are designed 
to encourage competition by lim- 
iting monopolies and outlawing 
price fixing activities. But Mr. 
Reagan said that in some cases, 
they also restricted American abi- 
lity to compete with foreign bus- 
inesses. 

In a siaiemem released by the 
\V'hiie House. Mr. Reagan said his 
proposals “will greatly enhance 
this country’s productivity and the 
■ ability of. U.S. industry to compesie 
in world markets.” 

Under current law. U.S. courts 
can find that the mere existence of 
a joint research projects is a vio- 
lation of the antitrust statutes. The 
administration says joint ventures 
should be allowed unless the cou- 
rts specifically determine a project 
deters competition. 

"So long as these ventures do 
not facilitate price fixingor reduce 
innovation, such ventures should 
not be considered a violation of 
antitrust laws.” Mr. Reagan said. 


"in some areas, like the cre- 
ation and development of tec- 
hnology. cooperation is necessary 
if American industry is to compete 
internationally.*' he said. 

Mr. Reagan also asked fbralim- 
itaiion on the amount of financial 
damages that can be levied for a 
joint research project that violates 
amiinist rules. 

Under existing law. the injured 
party is automatically entitled to 
triple damages. The adm- 
inistration would limit court awa- 
rds to the actual damages caused 
by The illegal behaviour. 

The administration proposal 
also limits the ability to contest 
. licensing arrangements., under 
which the holders of patents and 
copyrights seU their ideas to latger 
firms. 

Licensing can . be particularly 
imponam to small firms that do 
not have sufficient resouFces~tb' 
fully develop new technology. .Vlr. 
Reagan said. 

The administration proposal 
would also tighten patent pro- 
tections by barring the import into 
the United States of a product 
manufactured abroad in violation 
of U.S. patent laws.

Italy cuts pension entitlements 


RO.ME I.Ri — The Italian gov- 
ernment has announced cuts .in 
state pension entitlements to save 
nearly billion lire (S 1 .25 bil- 
lion) next year. 

A government statement Mon- 
day said the cuts would reduce 
pension rights for high-paid wor- 
kers. 

Labour .Minister Gianni De 
.Michelis told reporters the dec- 
ision. together with some cuts in 
health iMnefits and other mea- 
sures to be included in the 19X4 
budget, would trim state spending 
by about 5.nuo billion lire (S3 bil- 


lion i next year. 

The five-party government led 
by socialist Prime Minister Bet- 
tino Craxi has committed itself to 
holding down state borrowing to 
X(M.»uu billion lire a year (S5U bil- 
lion a year) this year and next. 

But latest figures published by 
the treasury indicate borrowing 
this year is already heading at least 
1(),(HK> billion lire above target 
and Treasury Minister Giovanni 
Goria warned last week that dra- 
stic action would be needed to 
keep the government's economic 


strategy intact. 

Health Minister Cosianie 
Degan said a cabinet meeting 
.Monday had also decided lo cut 
state subsidies on medicines and 
diagnostic treaimem. 

Monday’s decrees, which par- 
Jiameni will be asked to approve 
within the next two months, were 
the first economic policy decisions 
by the six-week-old Craxi adm- 
inistration, which took power on 
Aug. 4 following inconclusive 
general elections in June. 

The government now faces the 
task of deciding its next moves, to 


be put to parliameni in the draft 
19X4 budget by the end of this 
month. 

Latest figures show that Italy’s 
inflation rate has fallen to below 
14 per cent from nearly 17 per 
cent at the start of this year. 

But prices are still rising far fas- 
ter than in any Other maior ind- 
ustrial country and economic min- 
isters have warned repeatedly that 
drastic public spending and bor- 
rowing restraint will be needed to 
bring Italy's economy into line 
with its competitors. 


U.S. crops suffer severe losses 


WASHINGTON (R) — United 
States crops have suffered severe 
losses from the worst drought 
since the ‘rdusi bowl" era in the 
193Us. a government report said 
vlonday. 

A U.S. Agriculture Department 
field survey put the maize crop at 
just ] 12 million tonnes, down 21 
million tonnes from last month, 4S 
per cent below the 19K2 record 
harvest and the smallest crop since 
197(1. 

A dry spell across the mid- 
western grain bell since early July 
has destroyed about :^7 billion 
worth of crops. 

The report estimated the U.S. 
cotton crop at 7.7S million bales. 


35 per cent below the 19S2 har- 
vest and the smallest crop since 
1K95. 

Production of soyabeans, a key 
ingredient for livestock feed and 
cooking oil. will plummet to 42 
million tonnes. 

Widespread drought damage to 
crops has brought added financial 
problems for American fanners 
already deep in debt Qnd rek- 
indled fears of renewed food price 
inflation in 19S4, 

Grain traders said prices, now at 
■ the highest level in three years, 
will go up even more due to the 
new crop figures. 

In addition to low vields from 


the heat wave, production this 
year was also cut by a government 
scheme to pay farmers for keeping 
vast areas of cropland idle. 

Although grain production will 
drop dramatically. U.S. Agr- 
iculture Depanment officials said 
large stockpiles from past record 
harvests will be sufficient to meet 
domestic requirements and the 
needs of food imponing nations. 

They said American farmers 
harvested a bumper wheat crop of 
653 million tonnes just before the 
dry spell began. 

Farmers • in drought-stricken 
areas have asked the government 
to declare an agricultural disaster, 
making them eligible for eme- 


rgency. low-interest loans. 

In other estimates, the report 
put the Soviet Union's grain crop 
at 2011 million tonnes, unchanged 
from last month and the first good 
crop after four years of dis- 
appointing harvests. 

World grain production in the 
current crop year will total i.5^>5 
million tonnes, down two percent 
from last month’s forecast and five 
percent below Iasi year's record, it 
said. 

Hot. dry weather over the past 
month damaged crops in the Uni- 
ted States. Canada and Europe 
while crops in Australia and India 
improved, it said. 


Brazil reports accord with IMF 


WASHINGTON (Ri — BraztTs 
Finance Minister Emane Galveas 
said Vlonday his country has rea- 
ched agreement with the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund iI.MF) 
on a new economic adjustment 
programme. 

“1 think we are definitely in agr- 
eement with the monetary fund on 
our programme for this year and 
the following one." Mr. Galveas 
told reponers at IMF hea- 
dquaners here. 

Mr. Galveas. accompanied by 
Brazifs new central bank gov- 
ernor .Mr. Afonso Celso Fastore. 


met with IMF Managing Director 
Jacques De Larosiere. 

" 1 would say it was a good lunch 
because we had planned a cou- 
rtesy visit (to introduce Celso Pas- 
lore) and it turned into a working 
lunch.” Mr. Galveas said. 

He said he had gone over the 
figures of his government's eco- 
nomic policy objectives. 

"It seived to reinforce even fur- 
ther the understanding thoi we 
already had with the frindof a rev- 
ised programme of Brazilian pol- 
icy for 19N3. and impulse for 
I9S4." he said. 


Mr. -Galveas said he had not 
handed over a letter of intent to 
the IMF officials on the new eco- 
nomic package. He said this would 
be worked out after a meeting of 
the Brazilian national monetary 
council on Thursday, when he 
would brief the council on rev- 
isions to the programme for this 
year and 19X4, 

•Vlr. Galveas envisaged a mon- 
etary expansion of 9n per cent for 
this year with inflation reaching 
between 15n and 16n per cent. 

He said controlling this inflation 
rate was a necessity. 


Mr. Galveas said high inflation 
was preventing public sector inv- 
estment. preventing the private 
sector from carr>'ing out its plans 
and inhibiting private enterprise 
from expanding. 

He also said he was cenain the 
Brazilian congress would approve 
a stringent salary readjustment 
decree submitted by the gov- 
ernment. 

“The proposal is so logical and 
the objectives so rational that the 
congress will not refuse to approve 
it." he said.

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Chile introduces new 
laws to contain riots 


SAJNTLAGO (R) — ChOe’s military government 
implemented new security measures during the 
night to try to quell street violence sparked by pro- 
tests against President Augusto Pinochet's 10 years 
of rule. 


After security chie& field a day 
of intensive meetings at the pre- 
sident's Moneda Palace, gov- 
ernment Secretary-General Alf- 
onso Marquez de la Plata told 
reporters that forobvi'ous reasons, 
no details of the measures could 
be given. 

Ten people ha^c been killed 
since last 'Hiursday's day of pro- 
test against the gosemmeni. Off- 
icials have described four nights 
of unrest, which virtually sealed 
off the bell of shanty towns around 
the capital, as the work of vandals 
and professional provocateurs. 

Opposition political parties, still 
form^ly banned despite a recent 
liberalisation moves by Interior 
Minister Sergio Jarpa. criticised 


Gen. Pinochet's speech to mark 
his loth anniversary in power. 
They said his policies were div- 
iding the country still further. 

■ His message does not contain 
any new element which allows us 
to expect a solution for the very 
serious crisis affecting .the cou-. 
mry." the five-party Democratic 
Alliance said. 

The alliance wants Gen. Pin- 
ochet to resign and democracy res- 
tored in I K months. Gen. Pinochet 
has made it clear he intends to rule 
until what he calls his protected 
democracy, enshrined in his con- 
stitution approved by referendum 
in 19S(i. comes into effect in 191^9. 

The Alliance's statement said 
economic measures announced by 


Gen. Pinochet on Sunday would 
do nothing to help the poorest dis- 
tricts of Santiago, where une- 
mployment is running at more 
than SU per cent and where the 
violence has been greatest. 

“In the political field, they carry 
on without specifying the concrete 
bases of democratisatioo which 
has been talked about so much." it 
said. 

“These conditions — une- 
mployment. hunger and rep- 
ression — will progressively create 
conditions of social and political 
polarisation which will make a 
timely and peaceful solution to the 
nation's crisis more and more dif- 
ficult," it added. 

The Alliance’s leader, former 
Foreign Nfinister Gabriel Valdes, 
said no more would be held 
with Mr. Jarpa untU a timetable 
for the return to democracy was 
laid down and the violence during 
the protests had been inv- 
estigated. 


Pastora promises more air raids 


S.Alsf JOSE (Ri — Nicaraguan 
rebel chief Eden "Commander 
Zero" Pastora says his forces will 
carry out more and bigger bom- 
bing raids involving Qeets of pla- 
nes to topple Managua's leftist 
government. 

Pastora. who said aircraft from 
his Costa Rica-based Rev- 
olutionary Democratic Alliance 
(AROE I carried our air strikes on 
Nicaragua last week, declared in a 
long statement to the government 
to which he once belonged: 

"Today there are three, four 
planes and tomonow there will be 
eight or 12 and the next day there 
will be fleets." 

The statement, dated last Thu- 
rsday and obtained by Reuters 
Tuesdav. said: will continue 


killing Nicaraguan brothers in this 
war of mirrors because of the tre- 
ason... because you handed us to 
the Soviets after the country had 
been liberated from the North 
Americans." 

Pastora catapulted to fame dur- 
ing the 1979 Nicaraguan rev- 
olution that ousted U.S. ally and 
dictator Anastasio Sotnoza. He 
was named deputy defence min- 
ister in-the post-war government. 
But he left Managua months 
ago. vowing to topple his former 
comrades. 

His forces have staged hit- 
and-run raids along the southern 
border for the past year with little 
success. But last week the Nic- 
araguan government suffered five 


air raids, iodudiog the flnt air str- 
ike on Managua since the rev- 
olution. 

One of the attacks, in which 
T-2S jets strafed tanks of toxic 
solvent at the port of Corinto and 
forced the evacuation of 5,000 
people, was believed to have come 
from Honduras, where a separate 
rebel force is based. But Pastora 
said the planes were ARDE’s. 

In his message to the leaders of 
the Sandinist National Liberation 
Front. Pastora called the ope- 
ration. part or ARDE's**Sun Vol- 
tage" campaign. 

Pastora also said he had 3.5UU 
guerrillas in southern Nicaragua, a 
dense jungle area whore the San 
Juan River forms most of the bor- 
der. 


Honduras starts theatrical 
anti-guerrilla campaign 


CATACA.MAS. Honduras 1 R) — 
A counter-insurgency campaign 
by the Honduran mifitary has so 
far led to the capture of only a 
handful of alleged guerrillas, mil- 
itary officials say. 

Honduran chief of staff Gus- 
tavo Alvarez sard Monday 3 m(.i 
troops and a squadron of hel- 
icopters have been dispatched to 
comb this sprawling Central Ola- 
ncho Province for a band of 2< K > to 
30(1 guerrillas believed to have 
settled here. The troops are from a 
new military base set up near Cat- 
acamas. )7u kilometres northuesi 
of the capital of Tegucigalpa. 

Civilian militiamen, armed with 
ceniury-oid Winchester Rifles, 
also have been pressed into vig- 
ilante senicc. prompting one 
Honduran colonel to describe the 
province as "a scene right out of 


.-the old American Wild West." 

Despite the campaign's high vis- 
ibility. few guerrillas have been 
seen, let alone captured. "We 
haven't seen or heard anything 
here except rumours." said a sho- 
pkeeper in the village of Pataste. 

The Honduran military -has 
produced for the press five cap- 
tured guerrillas and 17 gaunt des- 
erters. poor and semi-literate pea- 
sants. But opposition politicians 
accuse the army of deliberately 
exaggerating a guerrilla threat to 
justify the presence of 5.6UO U.S. 
troops in Honduras for joint mil-' 
iian manoeuvres.

American internationalist 
Lew Mathe once described a 
good slam as "one that 
makes." By his definition, 
today's slam was one of the 
great ones. 

South felt 'that it would do 
no harm to cue-bid the ace of 
spades on the way to five 
diamonds. That was all the 
encouragement North need- 
ed to go on to slam —the fact 
that his partner had denied 
first-round heart control and 
had not yet promised second- 
round control was a minor ' 
matter. 

It vrould have been fitting 


justice had West elected to 
lead the ace of hearts, but in 
the real w’orld the queen of 
spades was a natural attack. 
Declarer won in dummy, 
drew two rounds of trumps 
and then cashed the ace of 
spades and ruffed a spade on 
the table. Some people would 
simply throw in the towel by 
conceding two heart tricks, 
but our declarer, one of the 
world's great players, was 
made of sterner stuff. 

He ran four more rounds of 
diamonds, discarding three 
hearts from dummy. West 
had to find four discards. 
Since he could part with only 
one club, he sluffed his three 
tow hearts. Now declarer 
exited with a heart, and 
West found himself on lead. 

He tried to fool declarer by 
leading the jack of clubs,' but 
declarer had only one line. 
He won and finessed the ten 
of clubs, and the slam was 
made. 

West had two chances to 
defeat the contract. He could 
have sluffed the ace of hearts 
instead of a low one. allowing 
his partner to score the king 
of hearts and a spade. Or he 
could have exited with a low 
club. While that would have 
permitted declarer to win a 
cheap club trick immediately, 
he would be unable to get 
back to dummy to enjoy the- 
ace of clubs, and the slam 
would have failed. 


Children 
appeal to 
kidnappers 


GUATEMALA CITY (Rl —The 
six children of the kidnapped sis- 
ter of Guatemala's president 
Oscar Humberto Mejia Victores 
appeared on television Monday to 
pl^ for her release.

Mejia 
Victores' predecessor, had never 
been involved in politics and 
uiged her captois to free her wit- 
hout harm. 

The 54-year-old widow, who 
works as a hospital kitchen aide, 
was seized by four gunmen as she 
was leaving her job. They forced 
her into a car and sped away bef- 
'ore witnesses could intervene, the 
government said. 

The car was found Monday 
abandoned 3U kilometres south of 
the capital. 

A government spokesman said 
that no demand for her release has 
been received and he reiterated 
the goveramem's stand against 
negotiating whh the kidnappers 
under any condition or cir- 
cumstance. 

Gen. Omejia Victores has made 
no comment on his sistefs case. 
He took power on Aug. R in a ooup 
that ousted Presidem Efrain Rios 
Montt, whose sister also has been 
kidnapped. 


U.S. -Soviet 
ties chilly 

WASHINGTON (R| — Ex^ 
uision of an American dtpiomatic 
couple and Soviet rejection of a 
U.S. claim for compensation for 
the missile destruction of a Kor- 
ean airliner have further chilli 
relations between Washington 
and Moscow. 

The first item on the agenda for 
Coogre^, just back from a five 
week holiday, was to consider a 
resolution-oondemning the Soviet 
Union for the shooting down of a 
Korean Air Lines Bcming 747 
flight with the loss of 269 Uvea. 

At the U.N. Securiw Cotindj 
Monday night, the Sov^ Union 
vetoed a resolution that woult^ 
have deplored the Sept. 1 des- 
truaion of the plane near the Sov- 
iet island of Sakhalin. 

Study of tapes made during the 
Boeing's last flight across the 
North Pacific still left unanswered 
the questions whether ite pilot 
knew he had strayed off course 
over sensitive Soviet military ins- 
tallations and whether a ^viet 
fighter pilot tried to warn the Kor- 
ean plane before shooting it dowtx. 

Moscow put fresh strain on ihe 
U.S.-Soviet relatfonship when h 
expelled an American diplomat 
and his irife for espionage. 

It said the U.S. vice<oosul in 
Leningrad. Loo David Aug- 
ustenborg, and his wife Denise 
were discovered "carrying out 
espionage activities incompatible 
with their diplomatic status’* 

The State Department, without 
commenting on the spy charges, 
protested to Moscow over what it 
called the physical mistreatment 
of the Augustenborp. 

It also disclosed the U.S. exp- 
eOed two Soviet militazy attaches 
last month for obtaining classified 
documents. 

A Department spokesman did 
not link the expulsion of the U.S. 
diplomats with the intematioDal 
uproar over the loss of the airliner. 
Bui in craditional diplomatic pra- 
ctice such expulsions are usually 
carried cut with a miaimumof fan- 
fare. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz was ex^aed to discus the 
heavy strain on Moscow- 
Washiogtoa relations at a private 
meeting with the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee Tuesday. 

Tbe Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives will vote later in the 
week on a resolucioq condernouig 
the Soviet destruction of the plane 
and recommen^g the U.S. and 
other nations maintain sanctions 
until Moscow agrees to apologise 
and make reparatfons to relatives 
of the victims. 

The State Department also iss- 
ued a transcript of taped con- 
versation between Korean Air 
Lines flight 007 and the Anc- 
horage. Alaska control tower. Hie 
conversations, some obscured by 
radio interference, suggested the 
pilot believed he was on a correct 
course. 

The tapes ended ^x>ut two 
hours before the plane shot 
down. 


Bangkok Aeroflot 
office attacked 

BANGKOK (R) — A man on a 
mocoicycle tossed a grenade at tbe 
Bangkok office of the Soviet air- 
line Aeroflot early police said. 

The blast caused only slight 
damage to a steel shutter and no 
one was iajuted. The Aeiofl^t 
security guard was on the other 
side of the building at tbe time. 

Three have been three tmti- 
Soviet protests in Bangkok since a 
Korean airliner with 2o9 people 
aboard was shot down te^t 
fighters 13 days ago. 


Pravda details alleged spying 


MOSCOW (Rl — The Soviet 
Communist Party daily Pravda 
said U.S. diplomat Lon David 
Augustenborg and his wife Oenise 
were caught red-handed ret- 
rieving secret documents from a 
roadside hiding place. 

Monday the KGB securify pol- 
ice said Mr. Augustenborg. a vice 
consul at the U.S. consulate- 
general in Leningrad, had been 
declared persona non grata after 
being detained on Sunday. 

Pravda. publishing an official 
account Tuesday said Mr. Aug- 
ustenboig’s wife had been caught 
as she threw a package containing 
documents into the back of their 
car on a road on the outskirts of 
Leningrad. 

Mr. Augustenborg had been at 
the wheel of the vehicle, its engine 
still running. Pravda said in its 
backpage story. 

The U.S. embassy in Moscow 
Tuesday declined comment on the 
article which was accompanied by 
a photograph of what Pravda said, 
was U.S. spy equipment. 

Pravda said Mr. Augustenborg. 
his wife and young daughter cru- 
ised around the suburte of Len- 
ingrad in their car as if sight- 
seeing. 

Their aim. pravda said, was to 


*' recover a spy container hidden at 
the side of the toad some 40 ial- 
ometres from Leningrad by a Sov- 
iet agent of the American secret 
services.” 

This agent had been given ins- 
tructions to obtain secret inf- 
onnaiion mainly about the Soviet 
navy. Pravda said. 

"Further contacts were mai- 
ntained with the ^ent through 
secret hiding places and coded 
radio messages.” it said. 

Pravda did not say whether the 
Soviet agent had been caught but 
said the documents were of" a par- 
ticularly secret nature." 

It said Mr. Augustenborg sto- 
pped the car and sent his wife to 
retrieve the container, a tin wra- 
pped in an oily rag. 

Just as she tossed the tin on to 
the backseat of the waiting car, 
Mr. Augustenborg' $ wife was sei- 
zed by ^ KGB, according to the 
PravtU account. 

Mr. Augustenbotg attempted to 
accelerate away, leaving his wife 
behind, Pravda said. Later during 
interrogation he denied he was 
connected with what his wife had 
been doing. 

"Clearly fear piroved stronger 
than feelings towards his wifo,” 
the paper said.

Pope recalls Polish king’s victory 


VIENNA (Rl — Pope John Paul 
n Tuesday recalled how a Chr-. 

army led by a Polish king 
defeated Turkish forces besieging 
Vienna 3Uti years ago, and saved 
Europe. 

The pontiff addressed 2U.000 
Austrians and Poles on the Kah- 
lenberg Hill overlooking the cap- 
ital where King Jan Sobieski and 
allied commanders attended a 
mass before riding into battle 
inst the Turks on Sept. 12. 16)Q. 

Speaking directly to his com- 
patriots in Polish, the Pope quoted 
from scripture that "the only 
means leading to victoiy and rec- 
overy of lost foeedom is inner con- 


version. moral order, faith and 
loyalty to alliance with God." 

Pope John Paul II said the Vie- 
nna victory decided the political 
and religious fate of whole nations 
for centuries to come. He cited the 
faith shown by tbe Polish king and 
his troops "in the foce of mortal 
danger in defence of the freedom 
of Europe and the church." 

The pope, on the final day of a 
four-day visit to Austria, spoke 
alter unveiling a plaque on the 
outside of a Polish church on the 
Kahlenbeig, high in the Vienna 
woods, and blessing a replica ins- 
ide the ehureh of Poland's most 
sacred Catholic icon, the Black 


Madonna of Czestochowa. 

The Pope delivered pan of his 
address in German and part in Ifol- 
ish. 

Afterwards he flew by hel- 
icopter to Mariazell in the fiaothills 
of the Alps, west of Vienna, on a 
personal pilgrimage to an 8U0- 
year-old sanctuary dedicated to 
the Virgin Maty. 

Hundreds of Polish m'lgrants. 
positioned on a slope Erectly 
opposite the Pope^s rostrum and 
level with his eyes, waved huge 
banners proclaiming support for 
Poland's outlawed Solidarity 
trade union. 


Soviet jets 
appear near 
Japan 

TOKYO (R) — Japan scrambled 
eight fighter planes Tuesday after 
Soviet aircraft, including sup- 
ersonic Backfire bombers, app- 
eared over the Sea of Japan, the 
Japanese defence agency said. 

It said eight Japanese fighter 
planes took off fiom four bases 
when radar delected at least five 
aircraft, including three Backfires 
and two Badgers, flying south over 
the Sea of Japan Tuesday mor- 
ning. 

The defence agency said some 
of the aieersfl approached to wit- 
hin about 160 kitometres nor- 
thwest of Sado Island, off the coast 
of Central Honshu, before flying 
North. 

Tuesday's iocideat occured as 
Japanese and U.S. patrol boats 
and warships continued search'mg 
the area near Sakhalin for bodies 
and wreckage from the lost South 
Korean airliner. 


Israel, S. Africa barred 
from Delhi conference 


NEW DELHI (R) — South Afr- 
ica and Israel will be barred from 
an international energy con- 
ference due to begin in New Delhi 
on Sunday, an Indian official said 
Tuesday. 

The chairman of the organising 
committee for the I2lb congress 
of the World Energy Conference. 
'T.R.. Satish Cbaadraa, told rep- 
orters the two countries would not 
be invited although they are 
among the group's 81 members. 

India objects to South Africa’s 
apartheid (racial separation) pol- 
icy and to IsraeFs treatment of 
Palestinians. 

Conference chairman S.O. Hul- 
tin said the group was considering 
whether to admit China. Taiwan is 
already a member. 

Indian Prime Minister Indira 
CandhL chairman of the Non- 
Aligned Movement, will open tbe 
six-^ay conference which will 


focus on developing cheaper, ren- 
ewable energy sources as alt- 
ernatives to oil. 

More than 3.U00 delegates are 
due to aneod. including rep- 
resentatives of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exportbg Countries 
(OPEC), the International Ato- 
mic Energy Agency (IAEA), tbe 
European nudearsociety and var- 
ious U.N. agencies. 

Conference Secretary-General 
Eric Ruttley said energy ministers 
from at least 20 countries would 
aliend. 

An official statement said they 
would discuss improving the tec- 
hnology needed to exploit' var- 
ious energy resources. 

The conference hoped to reach 
consensus on cooperation on a 
global energy strategy to include 
protecting the environment and 
transferring technology to the 
Third World, it said. 


Malaysia alert against leftist rebels 


KUALA LUMPUR (R) — Mal- 
aysia's defence forces chief, Gen. 
Mohammad Ghazali Seth, has cal- 
led on the nation to remain on the 
alert against communist ins- 
urgency despite reports that 
communist guerrillas are planning 
a mass surrender in neighbouring 
Thailand later this month. 

In an interview with the 
English-language New Straits 
Times, he said the reported sur- 
render would not be the end of the 
armed struggle to set up com- 
munist governments in the region. 

He added that tbe guerrillas 
could be demoralised and their 


ranks reduced with the surrender, 
but it did not mean tbe end of the 
communist insurgency in Malaysia 
or Thailand. 

The Thai newspaper Bangkok 
Post reported on Sunday that' 
some 5U0 communist guerrillas, 
including members of the Com- 
munist Party of Malaya (CPM). 
were planning to surrender to aut- 
horities in the southern Thai pro- 
vince of Pattani between SepL 27 
and 29. 

Gen. Gbazali also said some or 
the guerrillas surrendering could 
be from the 350-strong bre- 
akaway Marxlst-Leoinist faction 


of the CPM which could lead to a 
reduction in its strength and act- 
ivities along the Malaysian-*Thai 
border. 

He said the surrender would be 
the first in southern Thailand, alt- 
hou^ there had been mass sur- 
renders in Thailand's north, nor- 
theast and central regions pre- 
viously. 

It would be a blow to com- 
munist operations in south Tha- 
iland and leave only about 1 .UOO 
active insurgents u> wage a war of 
actridon against Thailand's fourth 
army in the area, he said. 


6 on trial for murder of 
anti-mafia prosecutor 


CALTANISSETT A. SicUy iR) — 
Six men accused of murdering a 
senior anti-mafia prosecutor last 
July were sent for trial here Tue- 
sday on cha^s including com- 
plicify in a criminal massacre and 
attacking the state. 

Magistrate. Sebastiano Patane 
told reporters tbe six. including 
three missing alleged bosses of 
one of Sicily’s most powerful 
mafia clans, plotted the death of 
.prosecutor Rocco Chiimlci in a bid 
to scare off other investigators. 

The trial would be tbe first to be 
brought against suspected top 
mafia gang leaders since a cla- 
mpdown on organised crime 
began more than a year ago. 

Mr. Chinnid and two police 
escorts were killed in a car bomb 
explosion outside his home in Pal- 
ermo on July 29. 

Magistrate Patane said Michele 
Greco, his brother Salvatore and 
their cousin, also named Salvatore 
Greco, were believed to be behind 
the killing. 

All three, reputedly major fig- 
ures in the Paiermo drug world, 
were under investigation by Mr. 
Chinnici as prime suspects in last 
year's killing of Paleimo police 


chief Carlo Alberto Dalla Chiesa. 
he said. They are missing and a 
Palermo court has ordered the 
confiscation of their property. 

Lebanese defamed 

Beside tbe Grecos, magt^rate 
Patane said a Lebanese dtizen. 
Bou Chebel Ghassna^ , and two 
minor gangland figures Vincenzo 
Rabito and Pietro Scarpisi woiUd 
be tried for the attack. 

These three were detained soon 
afier the bombing. Magistrate 
Patane said the prosecution's case 
would be based partly on inf- 
ormation given to the police by 
Ghassna. 

Tbe killing of Nfr. Chinnici was 
the latest in a xries of attacks aga- 
inst magistrates, policemen and 
anti-mafia campaigners. 

Shortly before the shooting of 
Gen. Dsdla Chiesa and his wife a 
year ago. Sicilian Communist Pio 
la Torre was gunned down in a 
carbon-copy street ambush. 

Mr. Chinniefs predecessor at 
tbe head of the Palermo pro- 
secutors office, Cesare Terranova, 
was similarly ambushed and mur- 
dered in 1979. Nobody has ever 
been charged withehe crimes. 


5 S. African 
miners badly 
hurt in blast 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — Five 
minen were critically fll with 
bums Tuesday a^r an uad- 
eiground explosion which killed 
63 men in one of South Africa's 
worst min e disasters Monday. 

Tbe blasL probably caused by a 
build-up of methane gas. went off 
deep in the Hlobaoe coUieiy near 
the Natal town of Vryheid in the 
east of the country. 

Ten of the most seriously inj- 
ured, all with severe burns and 
some with fractures, were flown 
by helicopter and plane to a spe- 
cialist ho^ital in Johannesburg. 

A hospital spokesman said five 
were in a critic^ condition. “Some 
are desperately burnt," he said. 

Most of the dead. 60 blacks and 
three whites, were killed by the 
blast itself and by toxic gases. 
Some men were injured by rocks, 
mine officials SOid. 

Plastic surgeons and other spe- 
cialists were broughc in to tbe 
Chamber of Mines Hospital in 
Johannesburg to tend the injured, 
the spokesman said. 



Italian police arrest 
rightwing sospects 

MILAN (R) -r Italian police stdd 
Monday night they held two 
right-wing urban ^nfila sus- 
pects and an extreme ri^tist sym- 
pathiser in a swoop on a bar in 
central Milan. Gilberto Cavalliai, 
3 1 . and Stefano Soderini, 22, bel- 
ieved to be leading members of 
the neo-fascist Armed Rev- 
olutionary Nuclei (NAR). were 
arrested on multiple murder war- 
rants issued in Rome. Milan and 
Padua, police said. Andrea CaM, 
also 22, was detained for que- 
stioning. Police said Cavalliai and 
Soderini were wanted for a range 
of crimes including susj^ed 
complicity in the assassination of 
Rome Magistrate Mario Amato in 
1980. 

Dutchman named

Hans Kolveabach was Tuesday 
elected the new superior general 
of the Roman Catholic Jesuit 
order, a Jesuit spokesman said. 
Father Kolvenbach. who was ele- 
cted ataconcl8veof222 delegate 
of the 26.00U-stFoog Jesuit order, 
succeeds Spaniard Pedro Amipe 
who resigned due to iil-health. 
Father Kolveabach. 54. was born 
in Druieo. Netherlands, and is rec- 
tor of the Pontifical Oriental Ins- 
titute in Rome. 

2 killed, 1 hurt 
by Bombay police 

NEW DELHI (R) At least two 
people were killed and one was. 
wounded when police fired at an 
angry crowd in India's western 
port city of Bombay Tuesday, the 
Press Trust of India (PTl) news 
agency reported. It said the pro- 
testers were tty iog to prevent local 
municipal staff from demolishing 
huts they had built without aut- 
horisation on government land in 
northeoi Bombay. Police, opened 
fire after a baton chaige fa^d to 
disperse the protesters, who were 
throwing stones, the agency said. 
It said 2U people, iacladmg some 
policemen and municipal dep- 
artment staff, were hurt in 
baton chaige. More than 30 peo- 
ple were arrested, it added. 

2 Picassos stolen 
from Texas museum 

CORPUS CHRISTI , Texas (R) 
— Two Picasso oil paintings worth 
almost SI million were stolen 
from a south Texas museum Mon- 
day by thieves who smashed tiieir 
way in through the glass front 
doors. The thieves escaped whh 
Picasso's “Tete de Femme", pai- 
nted in 1946 and valued at 
:S550,0UU. and the 1949 work 
“Buste de Femme" valued at 
S360,00ti. police said. The thieves 
smashed the hurricane-proof glass 
dpora with a cinder block, tri-- 
ggering the museum's alarm sys- 
tem. and made straight for the 
paintings 1 1.> metres inside tbe bui- 
lding; ]Mlice said. Police cars arr- 
ived within five minutes but the 
thieves had already escaped, a! 
spokesman added. They left beh- 
ind paintings of greater value, inc- 
luding a Dali worth S2.1 million 
and a third Picasso titled "Femme 
se Coifiiant", police said. 

Sri Lanka to
